Strange Suicide in Hew Orleans. 


[From tlin Xcw Orlcnnn Ittlliotin, Jan. 24th.] 


Sylvc«lcr Bupert, 37 years of age, an 


Enfr'ishmnn by birth, and by trade s s'lip 
carpenter, lived with his wife and two chil- 
dren, in a hou«e on Pcnliilo street. In Oc- 
tober last the yellow fever, then prevailing, 
counted among its victims the youngest 
child of the Ruperts—their little girl Liz. 
zie, about, four years old, and the particular 
pet of the father. 
This was » blow frcrn 


which the father never recovered. Not aMo 
to buy a tomb, he had tho child buried in 
the ground in Grrenwood Cemetery. 
Tho 


grief preyed heavily npon him. It ws« liis 
only thought, and, being out of his regnlnr 
employment, be found employment in MB 
grief. 


He bought a burial lot and some bricV, 


and other materials, and with bis own 
hands and nil alone in the Cemetery, built 
him o brick tomb. 
He had not the meiii" 


to make the tomb a mvlish one ; so in its 
mouth or entrance he fitted a wooden fr«mr>, 
and on this frame he fitted a piece of bonrd 
nnd secured it. with screws in its four cor- 
ners. 
On thip board, with which be en- 


closed tho vault (in lieu of the usual brick 
and mortar or marble slab,) he hid carved 
nicrly with bis knife, the burial inscription 
of his child. 
The tomb finished, he disin- 


terred tho child's body and placed it them; 
He fastened the board with screw*, in or- 
der that ho might afterwards have no trou- 
ble in removing it when he felt like gazing 
npon the decaying remains of his child. 


This employment finished, it wag his 


habit to visit the cemetery, open tbe tomb, 
and look at the corpse of his pet. 
He al- 


ways carried a screw driver in his pocket 
with which to remove and replace the board, 
and also to remove and replace the lid of 
tbe coffin. 
Neither the haggard aspect of 


the shrinking little corpse, nor the foul 
odnr of its decay, could repel him in his 
morbid grief. 
His visits were frequent, 


and Fomelimes his wife went with him.— 
Ho frequently complained to her that ho 
could not get work; and this inability doubt- 
less fostered the despondency which was 
drawing him lo death. 
Ho frequently 


spoke of bavins no faith in the future, »nd 
of death as a desirable thing. 


On Wednesday he went to the cemetery 


with two shrubs which he had purchased, 
and planted them in front of tlie lomb.— 
On Thursday, when he left home, lie told 
his wife that if he h»d no better luck in 
finding work she would never see him 
again. 
Ho aho paid something about Lav- 


ing a place in which to rust. 


That evening, or that night—for no ono 


sow him in his gloomy proceedings—ba 
visited the cemetery, taking with him hi* 
screw-driver, an iron trunk handle, • small 
rod of iron, a piece of wir>, some new 
screws, >nd a large vial of laudanum. 
Un- 


screwing the board of the tomb, he threw 
away tbe screws &nd filled tbe screw-boles 
in the board with clay. 


With his new screws lie then secured 


the trunk handle to the inside of the board. 
This work, of course, had to be done out- 
side the tomb. 
Pushing his child's coffin 


aside he got in by its side, taking with him 
his poison and the other articles which bo 
had provided himself. 
His hst he placed 


upon the coffin ; his coat, which he had ta- 
ken off, ha wrapped around a brick for a 
pillow. 
He shut himself in with the board, 


by means of the handle he had screwed 
lo it; the board fitting outside the wooden 
frame. 
The iron bar, which was ef the 


proper length, he placed acros" tbe frame 
inside. 
Tbe thickness of the frame would 


not allow the bar to pass through the 
trunk-handle on the inside of the board ; BO 
he'sccurcd the handle and the bar by mcana 
of his wire, coiling it through tbe ono and 
around the other. 
He did not succeed in 


fitting tho board fquarely upon tbe frame. 
One corner of it caught upon the brick- 
work outside the frame; this he did not 
discover, probably, owing to the darkness 
of (he night; and but for this little circum- 
stance his fate would probably have never 
been discovered, or not at least for many 
years. 
Having (bus hid himself away, ai 


be fancied, beyond mortal discovery, be 
drained of the contents of his laudanum 
bottle, composed hirufelf on bis back, pla- 
ced tbe brick aud coat beneath bit bead, 
and wont to sleep, and off into the unknown 
region of tbe suicides. 


As he did not return home on Thursday 


night, hi? wife feared tbe wortt, remember- 
ing well the tendency of his late conduct 
and the tenor of bis parting word*. 
On 


Friday morning she arose early and went 
to the cemetery. 
She looked all around, 


and failed to find her husband. 
She wcnl 


and looked at-the tomb, and was about to 
leave, when she happened to notice that 
tho board did not fit snugly into the frama 
as usual. 
Looking closer, she discovered 


the mud in the screw-bole; and putting 
her hand on the board, found it was stand- 
ing loosely. She pulled it out a little, aod 
tbe first thing she saw wt« tbe dead face of * 
her husband. She fainted away, and laid 
in the grass, she could not tell bow long. 
She recovered at last, and got up and went 
and informed the sexton, Mr. 
Merrit, 


of her discovery. The latter went and look- 
ed at things, and sent word to the Coro- 
ner, and the inquest was held, as we have 
stated, on Saturday. 
The Coroner's ver- 


dict was in accordance with tho fact* so 
plainly apprent—suicide by laudanum.

The President of the United States seat 


in a special messago to Congress on the 
18th, of a most important and dangerous 
character. 
He asks them to give him 


power to employ the army and navy of the 
U. States, when in his discretion it may be 
so used, to prevent the Nicaraguan transit 
from being obstructed or closed by lawless 
violence, also for the protection of the 
Panama route, also the Teuhantepee route, 
aud also against Mexico, or in the territory 
of Mexico, for the punishment of wrongs 
committed upon, and for the protection of 
the lives and property of American citizens, 
and also the same authority with respect to 
"one or more of tbo Republics south of us." 
In other words, he desires that tho war- 
making power, which the Constitution has 
wisely placed in Congress alone, should be 
transferred to him, and he c,m kill, murder 
and destroy as he niay choose, and as his 
inclinations may lead him. 
This danger- 


ous innovation was promptly met by the 
Senate ; aud it was given the go-by, 30 to 
25—eleven democrats voting in the affir- 
mative.
